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Warrx we ſing the praiſes of our God in his church 
we are-employed in that part of worſhip which'of all 
others is the neareſt akin to heaven, and it is pity 
that this of all others ſnould be performed the worſt 
upon earth.

awaken our regret, and touches all the ſprings of un-

have been long convinced that one great occaſiof 


of this evil arifes from the matter and words to which 


we confine all our fongs : ſome of them are almoſt op- 
poſite to the ſpirit of the goſpel, many of them fo- 


reign to the ſtate of The New Teſtament, and widely 


different from the preſent circumſtancesof Chriſtians: 
hence it comes to paſs that when ſpiritual affections 
are excited within us, and our ſouls are raifed a little 
above this earth, in the beginning of a pfalm we are 


checked on a ſudden in our afcent toward heaven by 


ſome expreſſions that are moſt ſuited to the days of 
carnal ordinances,and fit onlyto be ſung in the worldly 


fanctuary. When we are juſt entering intoanevange- 
lick. frame by fome of the glories of the goſpel pre- 
| ſented inthe brighteſt Ggures of Judaiſm, yet the very 
next line perhaps which the Clerk parcels out anto us 


hath ſomething in it ſo extremely Jewiſh and cloudy 
that darkens our fight of God the Saviour. Thus by 


keeping too'gloſe to David in the houſe of God the 
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vell'of Moſes is thrown over our hearts: While we 
are kindling into divine love by the meditations of 


the lovingkindneſs of God; and the multitüde of his 


tender mercies, within a few-verfes ſome dreadful 
eurſe againſt men is propoſed to our lips, that Gd 
would add iniquity unto their iniquity, nor let them 
come into his righteouſneſs, but blot them out of the 
book of the living, P/al. lrix. 26, 27, 28. which is 
fo contrary to the new commandment of loving ; 
our enemies; and even under The Old Teſtament is 
beſt accounted for by referring it to the ſpirit of pro- 
phetiek vengeance. Some ſentences of the Pſalmiſt 
that are expreſſi ve of the temper of our on hearts 
and the circumſtances of our lives may compoſe our 
ſpirits to ſerlouſneſa, and allure us to à ſweet retire- 
ment within ourſel ves; but we meet with a follow - 
ing line which ſo peculiarly belongs but to one ac - 
tion or hour of the life of David or of Aſaph that 
breaks off our ſong in the midſt; our conſeiences are 
affrighted left we ſhould ſpeak a falſehood unto God. 


Thus the powers of our ſouls are ſhocked on a ſudden, 


and our ſpirits ruffled before we have time to reflect 
that this may be ſung only as a hiſtory of ancient 
ſaints; and perhaps in ſome inſtances that ſalvo is 
hardly ſufficient neither; beſides, it almoſt always 
ſpoils the devorion by breaking the uniform thread 


-of it; for * our lips and our hearts run on r 


together, applying the words to our own caſe, there 
i ſomething af divine delight in it; but at once we 
are forced to turn off the application abruptly, and 
| our lips ſpeak nothing but the heart of David. Thus 
our own hearts are as it were forbid the purſuit of the

- Many miniſters and r private Chriſtians Hans 
bag groaned · under this inconvenience, and have 


| wiſhed: rather chan Attempted a reformation. At 


their importunate and repeated requeſts I have for 
fome years paſt devoted many hours of leiſure to this 
ſervice. Far be it from my thoughts to lay aſide the 
book of Pſalms in publick worſhip; few can pretend 
ſo great a value for them as myſelf: it is the moſt 
art ful, moſt de votional, and divine collection, of poe- 
iy; and nothing can be ſuppoſed more proper to raiſe 
a. pious ſoul to heaven than ſome parts of that book: 
vrxitten andi ſo juſtly reverenc ed and admired: but it 
mult be acknowledged ſtill that there are a thouſand 
nes in it hich were not made for a church in our 
days to aſſume as its own: there are alſo many defi- 
ciencies of light and glory which our Lord Jeſus and 
his apoſt les have ſupplied in the writings of The New 
Teſtament; and with this advantage I have compoſed

But hence it comes to paſs that I have been 
forced to lay aſide many Hymns after they were fi- 
niſned, and utterly exclude them from this volume; 
becauſe of the bolder figures of ſpeech that crowded 
themſelves into the verſe, and a more unconfined vas 
riety of number, which I could not eaſily reſtrain; 
"Theſe, with many other divine and moral compo- 
fures, are now printed in a ſecond edition of the poems 
entitled Hore Lyrice; for as in that book I have en- . 
deavoured to pleaſe and profit the politer part of man- 
kind without offending the plainer ſort of Chriſtians; 
ſo in this it has been my labour to promote the pious 
entertainments of ſouls truly ſerious, even of the 
meaneſt capacity, and at the ſame time if poſſible not 
to give diſguſt to perſons of richer ſenſe and nicer edu- 
cation; and I hope in the preſent volume this end will 
appear to be purſued with much greater happineſs 
than in the firſt impreſſion of it, though the world aſ- 
ſures me the former has not much reaſon to complain.
